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WHAT SPAIN ASKS 


OF OUR GOVERNMENT 


LATEST OFFICIAL MANIFESTO 


FROM MADRID. 


Its Requests Will Not Be Granted, and 


a Time Limit Likely to Be Set For 
the Accomplishment of the Origins 
Demands—She Will Yield 
After 


Some Protest. 


Paris, Nov. 18.—No unofficial person 


knows the contents of the document 
presented by the Spanish commission- 
era Wednesday, but it is safe to assume 
that, added to her insistence on the 
reservation of her 
Philippine 
sov- 


ereignty and her proposition to arbi- 
trate the construction of the third arti- 
cle of the protocol Spain has made 
two other Important statements: 


1. That on the high ground of finan- 


cial probity she cannot allow any dis- 
•ouiaion here of the validity of her 
action in pledging the resources of the 
Philippines for the payment of the 
FWHpplne debt. 


2. That in connection with the Amer- 


ican proposal to reimburse Spain for 
her pacific expenditures in the Philip- 
pines she tfannot admit of any inquiry 
aa to how she has spent the proceeds 
of the loans based on the Philippine 
pledges. 


If Spain has assumed this attitude, 


_and it is believed she has done so, she 
practically compels the American com- 
missioners to consider at least the en- 
tire Philippine debt and its assump- 
tion by the United States or the Phil- 
ippine islands as a condition to Spain's 
amicable surrender of her sovereignty 
over those islands. 


It, is difficult to understand how the 


Americans can reply to this in any 
other manner than by strictly outlta- 
c Ing their position and giving the Span- 


lards a time limit in which to accept 
the propositions of the United States. 
But the American commissioners may 
patiently continue their endeavors to 
arrive at an, amicable understanding on 
the subject':'

on one occasion remarked that "When 
you have your knee on a nation's neck 
you should make her cough out all you 
can," adding:

-Madrid, Nov. 18.—Almost all the pa- 


pers deprecate the dilatory proceedings 
at Paris, expressing their belief that 
the United States will .decline arbitra- 
tion and urging the government to 
yield quickly, since it is impossible for 
Spain to renew the struggle or expect 
European assistance, and, furthermore, 
because it would be better to cease 
wasting money and to concentrate at- 
tention upon Spain's domestic affairs 
and the restoration of her finances. 


France Will Coerce Spain. 


Washington, Nov. 18.—France, who 


brought about the present conference 
between the United States and Spain^ 
las not ceased her good offices, but 
may yet prove an important factor in 
arranging the final terms for peace. 
According to a well-posted official here, 
the Paris government expects to com- 
pel Sagasta to submit. This man said: 
"France is the factor which will settle 
the pending dlepute between America 
and Spain. The influence ot France is 
being exerted today in Paris and Mad- 
rid to bring the Spanish commissioner* 
to their senses and to terms."

MORE RIOTS AT PANA. 


Rifle 
Shot* 
Are 
Fxclmugea 
Between 


Neitroe* and White Mlnera. 


Pana, 111., Nov. IS.—Two battles took 


place 
Thursday 
afternoon between 


union white miners and negroes In 
Springside, a suburb of Pana, where the 
Springside coal mine is located. 


The first encounter started by an un- 


known negro firing upon Wesley Pope, 
a striker, who was in front of Aid. Geo. 
Craven's residence, conversing with 
Mrs. Craven. Mr. Craven is president 
of the Miners' union. Pope was un- 
armed, but ran to his ho__;e and se- 
cured a rifle. 
Returning, he opened 


fire on the negro. Pope was re-enforced 
by union miners, and the negro, after 
falling twice beneath the rain of. bul- 
lets, was\driven into an adjacent corn- 
field, where he sought shelter. 


Troop A of Bloomiugton turned out. 


immediately with a Catling gun, but 
when the firing ceased it remained in 
waiting at the barracks. 
Citizens 


rushed threugh the streets crazed with 
excitement. 
\ 


The second fight broke out in the 


eastern section of the town thirty min- 
utes after the first encounter, The ne- 
gro, who had been driven into the corn- 
field, made his way to the Springside 
stockade, from whence came a body of 
colored men armed with rifles. They 
made their way through alleys to Jef- 
ferson street, where they, used shade 
trees for shelter, and immediately 
opened fire upon a body of strikers. 
Their aim was high, and the strikers, 
dropping to the ground, began a. steady 
fire upon the negroes, who soon re- 
treated to the stockade. Fully 500 snots 
were exchanged, but with what effect 
could not be ascertained. 
. Shortly after the second encounter 
a guard ot Troop B made double-quick 
time to Springside, but arrived too late 
to make any capture of those partici- 
pating in the fight. 


The soldiers are patrolling business 


and mining districts under strict or- 
ders. Capt. Butler says he expects an 
outbreak at any time.
